TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
COMMUNITY  AND  HEALTH  SERVICES  COMMITTEE 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on 
the  Health  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1971. 

The  statistics  generally  tare  very  satisfactory  and  for 
the  second  year  running  the  number  of  illegitimate  births 
has  fallen,  from  nearly  12%  in  1969  and  9%  in  1970  to  just 
over  7%  in  1971.  I  do  not  believe  that  this  fall  is  entirely 
fortuitious  but  is  the  result  of  efforts  by  many  individuals 
to  influence  young  people,  so  I  hope  that  this  result  will 
encourage  them  in  their  effort  so  that  the  downward  trend 
will  continue. 

The  number  of  deaths  fell  from  597  to  573  but  the 
major  causes  of  deaths,  namely  diseases  of  the  heart  and 
circulatory  system  show  a  slight  increase  from  322  to  327. 
There  are  minor  variations  in  the  other  causes  of  death  but 
none  of  statistical  significance. 

Infectious  diseases  notified  with  the  exception  of 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  were  so  little  significance,  how¬ 
ever  the  21  notifications  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  are  dis¬ 
turbing,  this  being  the  highest  number  since  1957  when 
there  were  30  notifications.  Certainly  Tuberculosis  is  not  a 
disease  of  the  past  and  the  considerable  amount  of  work  in 
skin  testing  and  vaccinating  school  children  aged  13  years 
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against  Tuberculosis  is  justified.  The  Mass  Miniature  Radio¬ 
graphy  Unit  visited  the  town  during  1971  and  identified 
twelve  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  a  synopsis  of  this 
survey  is  included  later  in  the  report. 

In  1971,  with  the  setting  up  of  the  Social  Services 
Department,  the  Divisional  Health  Committee  was  dissolved 
so  there  is  no  annual  report  to  the  Divisional  Health  Com¬ 
mittee  but  I  have  included  for  your  information  a  report 
on  the  activities  of  the  Macclesfield  Health  Division. 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and 
members  of  the  Community  and  Health  Services  Committee 
for  their  help  and  their  interest.  My  thanks  are  also  due  to 
all  the  staff  of  the  department  and  also  to  the  other  Chief 
Officers  and  Departmental  Heads  and  to  members  of  their 
departments  for  their  help  and  co-operation  throughout  the 
year.

Infant  Deaths 

Of  the  6  infant  deaths,  all  occurred  in  males. 
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Infantile  Mortality 

The  general  death  rate  shows  a  decrease,  and  the 
Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  8.35  per  1,000  live  births,  shows 
a  decrease  of  7.73  over  1970. 

Six  deaths  occurred  during  1971,  2  are  accounted  for 
by  prematurity  and  4  other  causes. 

Of  the  6  infant  deaths  none  were  illegitimate. 

Table  1  shows  the  ages  and  causes  of  death. 


Neo -Natal  Death  Rate 

The  number  of  infant  deaths  during  the  first  four  weeks 
of  life  was  3  as  compared  with  7  in  1970.  This  makes  the  death 
rate  per  1,000  live  births  4.17,  a  reduction  of  5.21  compared 
with  1970. 

Perinatal  Mortality  Rate  19.47.  This  is  the  number  of 
still -births  and  infant  deaths  under  one  week  per  thousand 
total  live  and  still -births. 

The  number  of  still -births  can  vary  widely,  but  there  is 
often  a  relationship  between  this  figure  and  the  number  of 
deaths  in  the  first  week  of  life  and  so  in  the  long  term  it  is 
better  to  use  the  perinatal  rate  for  comparisons,  thus  the 
figure  of  19.47  for  1971  is  an  increase  of  2.23  with  that  of 
17.24  for  1970.

The  routine  work  of  immunisation  is  now  greatly 
augmented  and  the  county  computer  sends  for  the  children 
land  holds  all  records.  Not  only  do  infants  receive  protection 
against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus,  but  in  addi¬ 
tion  they  are  vaccinated  against  measles,  poliomyelitis,  and 
Rubella  (German  Meiasles)  while  children  approaching 
school  leaving  age  or  contacts  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  are 
offered  protection  against  tuberculosis  by  vaccination  with 
B.C.G.

The  following  comments  on  the  survey  were  made  by 
Dr.  J.  Rimmington,  the  Medical  Director: — 

(1)  “The  total  number  of  persons  X-rayed  was  approxi¬ 
mately  the  same  as  on  the  previous  visit  in  1966. 

(2)  Twelve  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  requiring 
treatment  or  close  observation  were  found  and  the  dis¬ 
covery  rate,  1.2  per  1,000,  was  the  same  as  in  1966. 

(3)  Four  cases  with  malignant  neoplasm  were  found  as  well 
as  numerous  other  significant  abnormalities  requiring 
further  investigation  or  treatment. 

All  the  abnormal  cases  were  referred  to  their  own 
doctors,  the  majority  for  further  investigation  lat  the  chest 
clinic  or  hospital.  Thanks  should  be  extended  to  all  the 
physicians  and  surgeons  concerned,  and  particularly  to  Dr. 
P.  Crosby,  for  their  help  and  co-operation  in  dealing  with 
the  majority  of  these  new  cases.”

THE  TOWN’S  WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Town’s  water  supply  was  taken  over  in  1961  by  the 

Miacclesfield  District  Water  Board  and  the  following  report  is 

by  courtesy  of  Mr.  J.  Shaw,  Consultant  Engineer  to  the 

Board. 

(a)  The  supply  to  the  Borough  of  Macclesfield  has  been 
satisfactory  both  as  regards  quality  and  quantity. 

(b)  No  form  of  contamination  has  been  found  in  any  of 
the  treated  water  supplied  to  Macclesfield. 

(c)  I  have  no  information  on  the  number  of  dwelling 
houses  and  the  number  of  the  population  supplied 
from  pipe  mains  either  direct  to  houses  or  by  means 
of  standpipes. 

(d)  &  (e)  No  routine  tests  are  made  on  the  bacteriologi¬ 

cal  quality  of  the  raw  waters,  but  fortnightly  samples 
are  taken  within  the  Borough  on  points  downstream 
of  the  service  reservoirs,  in  order  to  ensure  that  the 
water  going  into  supply  is  bacteriologically  pure.  Re¬ 
sults  of  these  routine  examinations  will  have  already 
been  sent  to  you  in  the  normal  course  of  business. 

The  chemical  analyses  of  all  raw  waters  are  made 
biennially,  and  accordingly  the  latest  results  I  have 
relate  to  1971.  Copies  of  the  relevant  analyses  were 
sent  to  you  under  cover  of  my  letter  diated  1st  May, 
1972. 

(f)  None  of  the  waters  used  for  public  supply  within  the 
Borough  of  Macclesfield  is  known  to  have  any  plumbo  - 
solvent  action. 
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MAIN  DRAINAGE  TREATMENT  WORKS 

I  am  indebted  to  the  Manager  of  the  Main  Drainage 
Treatment  Works  for  the  following  report: — 

REPORT  FOR  YEAR  ENDING  31st  DECEMBER,  1971 

Although  the  total  flow  of  sewage  received  at  the  Works 
was  some  10%  less  than  last  year,  the  average  daily  flow 
treated  wias  11%  higher  than  the  design  capacity  of  the 
Works:  The  ‘strength’  of  the  crude  sewage,  as  judged  by  the 
biochemical  oxygen  demand,  was  greater  than  last  year  but 
the  purification  achieved  was  much  better  at  93.86%. 

Unfortunately,  due  to  the  heiavy  discharges  of  trade 
effluents  to  the  sewers,  it  was  not  always  possible  to  attain 
the  required  standard,  for  the  discharge  of  sewage  effluent 
to  the  river,  particularly  during  the  peak  flow  periods  of  the 
working  day. 

Industry  continues  to  demand  more  capacity  at  the 
Works  for  the  treatment  of  many  complex  effluents.  Hous¬ 
ing  development,  within  the  drainage  area,  also  continues  to 
make  increasing  demands  upon  the  treatment  plant. 

The  Mersey  &  Weaver  River  Authority  hiave  informed 
us  that  in  the  very  near  future  they  intend  to  impose  a  more 
stringent  standard  for  the  discharge  of  sewage  effluent  to 
the  river. 

It  is  therefore  obvious  that  further  extensions  must  be 
carried  out,  within  the  next  twelve  months,  if  pollution  of 
the  river  is  to  be  avoided. 

In  order  to  determine  the  most  efficient  and  economical 
process  for  the  future  treatment  of  the  Miacclesfield  sewage, 
small  experimental  units  of  the  activated  sludge  process 
and  a  plastic  media  tower  have  been  carried  out  during  the 
twelve  months  ending  31st  March,  1971.  From  this  work  it 
was  discovered  that  using  the  activated  sludge  process,  with 
a  short  aeration  period,  the  strength  of  the  incoming  sewage 
could  be  reduced  by  as  much  as  73%  when  the  aeration 
period  was  only  1J  hours.  The  resultant  effluent  could  then 
be  applied  onto  the  biological  filters  lat  100  gallons  per  cubic 
yard  per  day  (instead  of  the  present  50  gallons  per  cubic 
yard  per  day),  and  still  obtain  a  93%  purification.  Even 
better  results  could  be  obtained  using  a  2  hour  aeration 
period.  The  above  method  of  treatment  has  now  been 
recommended  for  the  future  and  will  be  incorporated  with 
the  next  extensions.

The  year  1971  was  the  first  full  year  of  attachment  of 
Nursing  Staff  to  General  Practitioners  and  I  would  like  to 
pay  a  tribute  to  the  Area  Nursing  Officer,  Mrs.  B.  R.  Gregson, 
and  the  Nurses  working  within  the  division  for  the  way  in 
which  they  have  co-operated  to  make  a  success  of  this 
scheme. 

The  District  Nurses  in  particular  have  had  a  very  busy 
yeiar,  their  new  patients  increasing  by  over  350  to  a  total 
of  1,156,  and  almost  every  section  of  their  work  showing  a 
considerable  increase. 

During  the  year  Developmental  Paediatrics  was 
extended,  though  the  full  computer  based  scheme  was  not 
to  operate  until  1st  January,  1972.  The  Health  Visitors  have 
been  land  will  be  involved  in  much  extra  work  with  Develop¬ 
mental  Paediatrics  and  it  is  perhaps  fortunate  that  the  num¬ 
ber  of  births  shows  a  slight  reduction  as  the  number  of  visits 
to  persons  over  65  years  has  more  than  doubled  during  1971 
and  I  expect  the  Health  Visitors  as  community  nurses  to  be 
more  and  more  involved  in  the  dare  of  the  elderly. 

I  should  like  to  thank  all  the  staff  in  the  Division  for 
their  hard  work  throughout  the  year  and  I  would  express 
my  appreciation  of  the  help  given  to  us  by  other  departments 
and  by  the  departments  of  the  Borough  of  Macclesfield  and 
the  Urban  District  of  Bollington.

Community  and  Health  Services  Committee, 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  my  fifth  Annual 
Report  on  the  environmental  section  of  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  in  1971. 

The  scope  of  the  work  we  undertake  is  amply  illustrated 
in  the  following  pages,  but  again  the  turnover  of  staff  has 
been  excessive,  there  are  only  four  District  Inspectors.  Two 
experienced  inspectors  resigned  during  the  year,  one  going 
to  Macclesfield  R.D.C.  in  September  and  the  other  to  North - 
wich  R.D.C.  in  January  of  1972.  We  were  able  to  obtain 
replacements  for  these  inspectors  early  dn  the  following 
year,  but  they  were  newly  qualified  and  naturally  require 
time  before  they  can  become  fully  effective.  I  must  emphasise 
that  it  is  not  just  a  matter  of  keeping  up  the  establishment, 
every  inspector  that  leaves  takes  with  him  a  great  deal  of 
local  knowledge  and  experience. 

The  Public  Health  Department  of  Macclesfield  Borough 
Council  took  over  from  Cheshire  County  Council  the  func¬ 
tion  of  a  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  on  the  1st  April,  1971. 
The  result  of  sampling  for  the  first  three  quarters  of  a  year 
are  shown  in  the  report  that  follows.  We  adopted  a  course 
of  sampling  those  items  likely  to  cause  most  trouble,  and 
we  were  right,  but  by  the  end  of  the  year,  the  customer  was 
much  more  likely  to  receive  the  quality  demanded.

The  largest  increase 

in  registered  premises  has 

occurred  in  the  number  of  shops  as  opposed  to  offices,  as 
recorded  on  last  years  Annual  Report. 

The  number  of  staff  employed  in  registered  premises 
has  increased  by  16  males  and  78  females,  a  total  of  94 
persons.  The  principal  increase  in  staffing  has  been  in 
offices  with  an  additional  79,  followed  by  shops  with  an 
additional  25.  A  reduction  in  the  staffing  in  warehouses  of 
22  and  an  increase  of  12  in  catering  establishments  accounts 
for  the  total  change. 

A  slightly  improved  staffing  of  the  Public  Health  De¬ 
partment  resulted  in  a  slight  improvement  being  made  in 
the  number  of  premises  inspected,  this  figure  rising  from 
60  in  1970  to  72  in  1971  and  the  total  number  of  visits  of 
all  kinds  from  113  to  150.

One  is  situated  on  the  Queens  Avenue  Industrial  Estate  and 
was  built  in  1961,  coming  into  operation  in  the  latter  part  of 
that  year.  The  other,  operated  by  the  Macclesfield  and 
District  Butchers’  Association,  is  a  slaughterhouse  reopened 
after  the  war  with  extensions  to  the  slaughterhall  and 
lairage. 
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All  the  condemned  meat  from  both  slaughterhouses  is 
now  removed  to  premises  where  it  is  sterilized  in  accordance 
with  the  Meat  (Staining  and  Sterilization)  Regulations,  1960/ 
1969. 


During  1971  the  carcases  of  30,145  animals  were 
inspected  at  the  two  slaughterhouses;  this  was  a  decrease 
over  the  previous  year  of  1,205.

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ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT,  1963 

Premises  where  there  is  carried  on  the  business  of 
boarding  cats  or  dogs  have  to  be  licensed  by  the  Council 
unless  the  boiarding  is  merely  ancillary  to  the  prime  use  of 
the  premises,  e.g.  a  veterinary  surgery.  In  January  the  Com¬ 
mittee  resolved  to  adopt  the  standard  conditions  which  had 
been  prepared  jointly  by  the  British  Veterinary  Association 
and  the  Association  of  Public  Plealth  Inspectors. 

There  are  three  such  licensed  premises  in  the  Borough. 


DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  ACT 
Anthrax  Order,  1938 

No  cases  of  suspected  anthrax  were  reported  during 

the  year. 

*/ 

The  Diseases  of  Animals  (Waste  Foods)  Order,  1957 

Prohibits  in  general  the  feeding  to  cattle,  sheep,  pigs, 
goats  or  poultry,  waste  foods  which  contain  or  have  been  in 
contact  with  anything  that  is  part  of  a  carcase,  unless  the 
food  has  been  boiled  for  at  least  one  hour.  Under  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  Order  it  is  an  offence  to  allow  any  of  the  above 
named  animals  access  to  unboiled  food  waste.  Local 
authorities  are  required  to  licence  swill  boiling  plants  and 
to  subject  them  to  inspection.  There  is  an  exception  to  this 
licensing  rule  for  small  farmers  i.e.  with  less  than  4  pigs  and 
50  poultry.  There  is  one  licensed  plant  within  the  Borough. 

Foot  and  Mouth  Order,  1958 

No  infected  or  controlled  area  orders  were  issued  in 
the  year. 

The  Fowl  Pest  (Infected  Areas  Restrictions)  Order,  1956 

At  the  close  of  1970  the  whole  of  the  East  side  of 
England  bad  been  declared  an  infected  area  and  remained 
under  control.  On  the  12th  January,  1971,  we  received  a 
report  of  suspected  fowl  pest  at  a  smallholding  within  the 
Borough.  Following  inspection  and  examination  of  the 
affected  carcases,  by  Ministry  Veterinary  Officers,  fowl  pest 
was  confirmed  land  all  the  poultry  (approximately  50  hens) 
were  slaughtered  and  buried.  Following  disinfection  and  re- 
inspection  by  the  Ministry  Officers,  the  restrictions  on  these 
premises  were  lifted. 

The  whole  of  the  restrictions  on  the  East  side  of  Eng¬ 
land  were  revoked  in  March. 
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The  Regulation  of  Movement  of  Swine  Order,  1959 

Most  producers  of  pigs  now  deal  directly  with  the  bacon 
and  pork  products  factories.  Consequently  very  few  licences 
were  issued  during  the  year,  as  the  order  only  requires 
licences  to  be  issued  for  movement  from  miarkets.  An  excep¬ 
tion  was  the  market  immediately  prior  to  the  Christmas 
Holidays  when  two  inspectors  were  drafted  to  the  cattle 
auction  to  issue  licences. 

No  cases  of  suspected  swine  fever  were  notified  to  the 
Department,  and  no  orders  were  issued  by  the  Ministry  dur¬ 
ing  the  year. 


CLEANSING  SECTION 
Jodrell  Street  Depot 

The  Shortcomings  of  the  Cleansing  Depot  due  to  con¬ 
gestion  and  inadequate  facilities  to  properly  maintain  a 
large  fleet  of  expensive  and  complicated  vehicles  has  long 
been  apparent  to  management.  On  Tuesday  evening,  26th 
January,  1971  the  Committee  met  at  the  depot  to  see  things 
for  themselves,  afterwards  members  were  able  to  visit  the 
Rural  District  Council's  new  depot  at  Robin  Lane,  Sutton. 
This  was  a  most  interesting  visit  and  particular  interest  was 
shown  in  the  facilities  provided  for  their  workmen,  once 
again  it  was  painfully  obvious  that  our  welfare  provisions 
fall  very  short  of  what  a  good  employer  should  provide. 

The  following  are  the  Section’s  major  activities: — 

Refuse  Collection 

Stresses  have  developed  in  the  refuse  collection  service 
due  to  increasing  population,  the  increased  number  of  houses 
and  the  tendency  for  refuse  to  increase  in  bulk.  To  over¬ 
come  the  problems  will  require  increases  in  manpower  and 
vehicles.  However,  wages  increase  each  year,  linked  with 
longer  holidays  and  demands  for  a  shorter  working  week.  If 
the  rising  cost  of  refuse  collection  is  to  be  kept  within  reason  - 
able  bounds,  other  methods  require  examination.  The 
method  which  would  seem  to  offer  the  best  example  of  mak¬ 
ing  a  “break  through”  would  be  the  adopting  of  the  sack 
system  of  refuse  collection,  and  arrangements  have  been 
put  in  hand  to  carry  out  trials  in  1972. 

The  advantages  of  sacks  over  conventional  bin  systems 
are: — 

(a)  Greatly  improved  hygiene — a  fresh  container  each 
week  together  with  the  elimination  of  most  dust,  spil¬ 
lage  and  smells. 

(b)  Easier  for  collectors — no  double  journeys,  no  dirty 
overalls,  giving  improved  morale  and  easier  recruit¬ 
ment. 
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(c)  Quicker — particularly  important  in  areas  of  high  traf¬ 
fic  density. 

(d)  Quieter — no  rolling  out  or  banging  of  bins. 

(e)  Reduction  of  wind  blown  refuse  at  the  tip. 

(f )  Additional  sacks  can  be  issued  to  cover  holiday  periods. 

Bulk  Refuse  Collection 

The  first  premises  in  the  Borough  to  be  served  by 
chutes  and  containers  were  the  flats  situated  opposite  the 
Infirmary  in  Cumberland  Street  in  1961.  Now,  10  years  later, 
200  containers  are  in  use  in  flats,  schools,  offices  and  fac¬ 
tories.  During  the  year  a  request  was  received  to  extend  the 
services  into  the  Rural  District  Council  to  serve  a  block  of 
flats  being  built  in  Prestbury  and  due  to  be  completed  in 
1972. 

Street  Cleansing 

In  my  previous  reports  I  have  said  that  “this  service  is 
particularly  unsatisfactory,  being  under -manned  and  under - 
equipped.”  During  1970  good  progress  was  made  on  the 
equipment  side.  During  the  current  year  there  has  been  an 
intensive  work  study  investigation  into  this  service.  In 
October  the  Highways  &  Works  Committee,  who  are  respon¬ 
sible  for  this  service,  accepted  a  scheme  prepared  by  the 
Management  Services  Officer,  which  whilst  reducing  the 
number  of  workmen  allocated  to  this  task,  would  give  them 
the  opportunity  to  earn  a  substantial  bonus.  The  first  steps 
to  implement  the  scheme  were  taken  in  November. 


Salvage  and  Paper  Baling 

From  June  the  Council  was  asked  to  reduce  supplies 
of  bialed  paper  to  the  Thames  Board  Mills.  Due  to  the  de¬ 
pressed  state  of  industry  the  mills  had  been  unable  to  take 
up  its  excessive  stock  of  waste  paper,  and  Councils  were 
asked  to  cut  production  20%

collected  and  baled: —

Refuse  Disposal 
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All  the  town’s  industrial  and  domestic  refuse,  with  the 
exception  of  the  salviage  mentioned  above,  is  disposed  of  by 
controlled  tipping  at  Danes  Moss  Tip  off  Congleton  Road.  In 
addition,  household  refuse  from  the  Southern  part  of  Mac¬ 
clesfield  Rural  District  is  also  accepted  by  us.  The  Northern 
part  of  their  area  is  served  by  a  tip  at  Poynton. 

In  April  ia  letter  was  received  from  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector  of  the  Rural  District  Council  complaining 
about  the  dark  smoke  emitted  from  the  Council’s  tip.  Since 
taking  up  my  appointment  I  have  always  tried  to  keep  the- 
amount  of  burning  to  a  minimum,  but  in  order  to  minimise 
the  danger  of  fire  in  the  tip,  deliberately  burned  that  refuse 
known  to  be  especially  hazardous.  These  materials  are, 
tarred  paper,  bulky  paper  cuttings,  nylon  and  similar  trim¬ 
mings,  certain  forms  of  plastic,  and  market  wastes  contain¬ 
ing  a  high  proportion  of  light  wooden  crates.  The  Commit¬ 
tee  was  conscious  that  with  the  coming  into  force  of  the 
Cleian  Air  Act  1968,  an  anomalous  position  had  arisen,  here 
was  a  measure  designed  to  protect  the  health  of  the  public 
apparently  being  disregarded  by  a  Public  Health  Depart¬ 
ment.  They  therefore,  resolved  that  for  a  trial  period  of 
twelve  months  the  deliberate  burning  of  refuse  by  the  Conn  - 
cil  would  be  discontinued. 

The  burning  of  refuse  mentioned  above  should  not  be 
confused  with  the  fires  thiat  are  deliberately  started  by  tres¬ 
passers.  Tip  fires  are  particularly  difficult  to  put  out,  the 
fire  brigade  gives  what  assistance  it  can,  but  this  is  usually 
confined  to  damping  down  the  flames.  The  method  of  control 
is  to  try  to  smother  the  fire  by  sealing  the  surface  and  face 
with  soil,  stand  or  any  material  we  are  able  to  get  hold  of. 
Although  by  this  means  it  is  possible  to  bring  a  fire  under 
control,  it  may  be  months  before  it  is  safe  to  recommence 
tipping  in  that  area.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  we  had  a 
particularly  bad  year  with  tip  fires  as  the  following  diary 
shows: — 

June  1971 — a  series  of  serious  tip  fires,  not  started  by 
us  and  not  a  direct  result  of  the  Committee’s  policy  to  stop 
the  deliberate  burning  of  refuse. 

August  1971 — two  or  three  fires  a  week  in  early  August 
with  a  particularly  bad  fire  on  12th  August,  1971  affecting 
Moss  Lane  and  the  Old  Isolation  Hospital. 

October  1971 — a  particularly  nasty  fire  on  23rd  October, 
1971,  which  took  two  days  to  bring  under  control. 
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December  1971 — fires  particularly  bad  immediately  be¬ 
fore  the  Christmas  holidays,  causing  severe  inconvenience 
to  householders  in  Congleton  Road. 

I  should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  work 
done  by  the  bulldozer  driver,  Mr.  D.  Johnson,  who  whilst 
attempting  to  bring  the  fires  under  control  has  had  to  work 
in  a  choking  atmosphere  and  hazardous  conditions,  and  also 
(apologise  to  residents  in  the  area  for  the  inconvenience 
caused,  our  only  excuse  is  we  try  our  best  to  bring  the  fires 
under  control  as  soon  as  possible. 


Public  Conveniences 

There  are  seven  conveniences  and  four  men’s  urinals 
in  the  Borough,  some  of  which  are  outdated.  The  con¬ 
veniences  continue  to  be  cleansed  each  day  including  Satur¬ 
days  and  Sundays. 

The  cost  of  maintaining  coin  locks  on  public  con¬ 
veniences  has  now  become  much  more  than  the  revenue 
obtained  from  them  and  prior  to  decimalisation  the  few  re¬ 
maining  locks  were  removed,  and  the  Committee’s  policy  of 
providing  these  facilities  free  of  charge  has  now  been  fully 
implemented. 

Vehicles 

During  October,  1971,  the  Council  were  notified  that 
regulations  were  to  be  introduced  to  remove  the  exemption 
that  the  Council  had  previously  enjoyed,  that  is  its  street 
cleansing  and  refuse  vehicles  would  eventually  become  sub¬ 
ject  to  the  Plating  land  Testing  Regulations  in  the  same  way 
as  privately  owned  commercial  vehicles.  Steps  had  already 
been  taken  to  replace  or  modify  all  those  vehicles  which 
did  not  meet  the  improved  braking  standards,  and  the  Com¬ 
mittee  were  asked  to  improve  maintenance  by  increasing 
the  establishment  from  one  mechanic  to  two.
